Hey George!!! 

See attachment for Predicate Questions. These questions can be altered depending on chemist’s role. 

As long as the Judge and defense counsel has no objections, then following scenarios should be fine. 

1. If the custodial chemist is the only one available, they can testify to weight and the preliminary tests and basically 
state that substance was presumptively positive for a narcotic. As for the confirmatory portion, if the custodial 
chemist is trained in use and interpretation of the confirmatory instrument then they may be able to (?) testify to 
the findings. They can state that the data is reviewable and can be interpretated by a scientist trained in GC/MS 
or IR. (I would recommend having the chemist defining reviewable data) 

2. If the confirmatory chemist is the only one available, they can review the custodial chemist’s notes and state that 
they followed the lab policies and procedures at that time. Then they can testify to their portion of the analysis 
and their findings. The only concern is if weight or chain of custody is an issue. 

3. if the chemist has retired or left the Lab to seek other opportunities, then we may be able to substitute a chemist 
to testify on their behalf. They will review the prelim and confirmatory data and state their opinion to the 
findings. But stress that the chemist followed the policies and procedures of the lab.

i have testified in all three scenarios and there were some challenging questions but usually I can get the point across. I 
would recommend that the ADA contact the chemist and discuss the case prior to trial. This way the ADA can figure out 
the comfort level & confidence of the chemist testifying esp. in the latter scenario, since the original chemist is unavailable.
